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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's arguments submitted 4-6-04 are persuasive. The restriction requirement 
made on 3-12-04 is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Allowance 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not suggest or teach a structure for supporting a catalyst, particularly a lattice assembly 
capable of carrying a catalyst bed suspended beneath the primary supports.
